Every other great 
naiion must rejoice at Ihe iiatiomil 
tieiilth of Germany, and wish the |ioo- 
ple long life and nimiiilant iiicri’iise 
upon the earth. If the fatherland gets 
too crowded, there is still room In 
Amerlen for the right sort of Germans 
—and there are many of the right 
sort. 

The opportunities for trade afforded 
by China and Mnneliiirla are almost 
beyond coiiipreheiision. Great as Is 
the volume of foreign trade to the for¬ 
mer country, the surface lias scarcely 
been scratched. The Introduction of 
modern Ideas will increase the wants 
of the people. It Is a matter of eom- 
mon knowledge that the development 
of a nation is not followed by Its ab¬ 
solute Independence eoinnierelally. Tlie 
United (States possibly comes nearer 
attaining this dlstlnetion than any oth¬ 
er country, yet its purchases from all 
quarters of the globe mount to Pii- 
poslng proportions. With the Jaiiaii 
ese, handicapped by their limited facil¬ 
ities for meeting the demands, creating 
a market for the wares whicli Lave 
become Imllspensalde to every enlight¬ 
ened race, tlie iiossibilltles eonfroiiting 
other nations are alluring. 

Aiiierlean merchants and nianufac- 
tiirei's did nearly two hundred million 
dollars more huslm’ss with foreign 
markets last year than ever before. 
The total foreign (•ommeree, imports 
and exiKirts, for the year ending June 
80 was more than two billion six hun- 
dre<l million dollars, and of this 
amount exiiorts reiiresenled more 
than a billion and a half dollars. The 
excess of exports over linimrts was 
about four liuiulred million dollars. 
The real “halaiico of trade” Is imich 
less than the differeneo between the 
value of exports and Imports, for great 
sums must bo subtracted for ocean 
freights paid to foreigners, and also 
the many millions spent by American 
travelers in other countries. Neverthe¬ 
less, the real balance Is large, and It 
Is that which Induces foreign goveru- 
meiits to offer their bonds for sale In 
Now York as well as In London, Paris 
and Berlin. Instead of paying the bal¬ 
ance due this country In money, they 
pay It In bonds.

SHOCKING death OF GEO. H. KAIIFFMANN 

On Thursday, about 2 o’clock p. m., 
-Al Kaulfmann found the body of his 
brother, Geo. Kauft'manu, on top of 
the roof of the Steiger Pottery Works 
building, where he had been killed by 
contact with an electric wire. .About 
11 :;50 o’clock .Al Kauffmaun saw his 
brother at his work in the pottery 
building and when he did not appear 
to get his lunch, Al Kauffmaun 
thought his brother had gone away 
somewhere and paid no attention to 
the matter. Getting uneasy about 
George’s absence, about 2 o’clock Al 
went through the pottery looking for 
his brother and finally out upon the 
roof, where he found him cold in 
death. It was evident the young man 
had gone up to the top of the roof to 
get a breath of air before lunch, and 
walking about came in contact with 
the electric wire which carries the 
current to supply power and light.

George H. Kauffmaun was the 
youngest of four brothers, the sons of 
Mr. and Mrs. P. L. Kauffmaun of 
this town. He was nearly 18 years of 
age. He was one of the finest young 
men of our little town. The shock 
was a terrible one tor his parents and 
family, who have the sympathy of the 
entire community in their sudden and 
sad bereavement.
